• Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 4.—Upon 
the selection of temporary chairman 
of the republican national convention 
may hang the political fortunes of 
former President Roosevelt. 
He decided last night to oppose 
with all his strength the seating oi 
Senator Root and issued a call to all 
his supporters to stand by him. 
Col. Roosevelt declares that Mr. 
Root “has ranged himself against the 
men who staud for progressive prin­ 
ciples within the republican party** 
and says it is William Barnes, Jr., of 
New York, who is to be the real head 
of the Taft canvass at Chicago. 
The colonel’s decision to nuke a 
square issue of the seating of Mr. 
Root was reached after a long consul­ 
tation with advisers. 
At Sagamore Hill yesterday were 
Senator Dixon, Gifford Pinched, Wil­ 
liam L. Ward. New York; George W. 
Perkins, Frank B. Kellogg and An­ 
drew’ Rahn. both of whom ara from 
Minnesota, and Truxton Beale, a del 
egate from California. 
After Col. Roosevelt had completed 
his statement he brought up th® ques­ 
tion of whether he is to go to the 
Chicago convention. 
“After hearing what the men I saw 
yesterday had to say,” he said, “my 
impression is that I will not go. 
I 
may reach a different decision if any 
strong arm tactics are attempted.”

4.—Friends of 
President Tatt have arranged their 
program for The national convention 
week in Chicago. 
It is as follows:

It will na insisted that there be 
no change in che national committee 
as now’ organ zed. To vote down any 
attempt to seat committeemen elect.

prompt recommendation that the re­ 
port of the national committee be 
improved will be returned.

named as permanent chairman, pre­ 
ferably Charles Fairbanks, if he I* 
seated. 
6. 
A conservative platform. 
7. 
To renominate Vice President 
Sherman. 
If this is not found to be 
expedient, then a “middle-of-the-road” 
progressive. 
“Boss” WilLam Barnes, Jr., of New 
York, has been selected as floor lead­ 
er. 
It will be his duty to keep the 
Taft forces in line and, if need be, 
take charge of any strong-arm meth­ 
od'. 
The news that Col. Roosevelt had 
issued a long statement from Oyster 
Bay last night, that he is opposed to 
Senator Root as temporary chairman, 
caused probably the greatest sensa­ 
tion of the present campaign. It was 
especially startling because 
it 
had 
been understood that there would be 
no fight on Root. 
“The lid’s off,” was the comment; 
“it surely is going to be a fight.” 
It is admitted that the regilt of 
this fight upon Root will almost cer­ 
tainly be the forerunner of the nom­ 
ination. 
Should Hadley be cl osen 
temporary chairman no one doubts 
that the delegates will run to Roose­ 
velt like sheep. 
However, if Taft’s 
side wins the temporary chairman­ 
ship it will be a long stride towards 
the nomination, although it will not 
settle the outcome.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 4.—United 
States Senator Boies Penrose before 
departing yesterday for New York, 
whence he will start for Chicago to 
attend the meeting of the republican 
national committee, said that condi­ 
tions in the republican party were 
very mixed. 
“The indications are,” the senator 
said, “that President Taft will have a 
slight majority on the first ballot in 
the national convention.” 
“Of course, ’ Senator Penrose said, 
“if there is a big break in the New 
York delegation, there probably will 
be no nomination on the first ballot. 
I am not fully informed of the condi­ 
tions in New' York. 
“Col. Boose cit is

votes, and it does not seem reason­ 
able to suppose that he can make up 
this number if the contests bought 
by delegates are decided on their 
merits.” 
Asked if he thought a compromise 
candidate was a probability, Senator 
Penrose replied: 
“I would not care to make a predic­ 
tion as to that. 
The convention for 
all we know’ ut this time, ^ ay be 
short and sweet, but if there is no 
chance for a nomination on the first 
ballot, there ^s no telling w’hat the 
outcome may be.”

Window Curtains. 
Two kinds of curtains at a window 
are not by any means a necessity, hut 
in almost all cases such an arrange­ 
ment is extremely attractive, says the 
Ladies Home Journal. 
Curtains of 
silk, linen, cretonne or madras provide 
the note of color that is desired in the 
scheme of decoration in the room, and 
as a rule supply adequate window fur­ 
nishing; 
but thin curtains of net, 
scrim or muslin next to the pane are 
always a charming addition and have 
the added value of preserving uni­ 
formity in the appearance of the win­ 
dows from without. 
In cases where 
curtains of scrim or muslin are all 
that is required for the decoration of 
a room such curtains should not be 
used. 


Gingerbread Diamonds. 
These simple, crisp little 
cookies 
can be given to even very small chil­ 
dren with no fear of ill effects. 
Take 
one pound of brown sugar, one-half 
pound of butter and rub to a cream. 
Add one well beaten egg. one pound of 
flour and two teaspoonfuls of ground 
ginger. 
Mix thoroughly and knead 
the whole very lightly. 
Sprinkle with 
flour and roll out until 
only 
one- 
eighth of an inch thick. 
Cut into dia­ 
monds and watch carefully while bak­ 
ing in a moderate oven. 
When prop­ 
erly cooked these little cakes are cin­ 
namon brown and very crisp. 


Corn Chowder. 
Peel and slice thin onions enough 
to make a pint, boil an hour, add one- 
half pint of potatoes cut in dice and 
boil ten minutes longer. Fry brown a 
slice or two of salt pork cut into small 
pieces; add fat and all, then add a 
pint of corn fresh or canned, boll ten 
minutes longer, add salt and pepper to 
taste, a pint of milk, a cup of cream 
or butter size of an egg. 
Do not let 
the cream boil. 


Rocks. 
Three eggs, 1 % 
cups 
granulated 
sugar, 1*4 cups chopped raisins, one 
cup butter, three cups flour, one tea­ 
spoon cinnamon, one teaspoon soda, 
one tablespoon water to dissolve soda 
In, one pound English walnuts chopped 
rather coarse. Roll out, cut and bake 
in moderate oven.. 


Spanish Salad. 
8ix white onions cut in rings and 
soaked in salted water. 
Stone pint 
large black olives and pour over dress- 
ng of cup of vinegar and cup oil beat­ 
en together and add salt and paprika 
:o the onions.

ed and heated. 
Set before the red 
coals under the grate at an angle that 
will not let the cake slip down, and 
prop it in place. 
Spread the dough 
upon it, patting it gently to make the 
surface even, and bake. 
As soon as 
it is hard enough to keep its place, set 
the board upright. Begin then to baste 
it with butter, lightly going all over 
the sheet. 
Do this three times. The 
cake should he nicely browned and 
crisped. 
Cut with a sharp knife, held per­ 
pendicularly. into squares. 
Virginia water ground meal should 
be used for this delicious cake. The 
northern cornmeal will not do. 
Nor 
does the southern cook put sugar Into 
corn bread. 
She holds that the meal 
should be sweet enough without it.-— 
Chicago Tribune

Bismarck. N. D.—Holding that the 
primary election is a purely partisan 
affair, and that women if they wish to 
participate in that election 
for 
the 
nomination of candidates for superin­ 
tendent. of public instruction in the 
state, and county superintendent, must 
declare their party preference and be­ 
come ^em bers of one or the other par­ 
ties, Attorney General Andrew Miller 
has ruled that assessors of the state 
must register the women voters. 
H. H. Tucker, chairman of the North 
Dakota Progressive Republican league, 
has issued a call for a meeting of the 
executive committee of the league to 
be held in Fargo. The call comes as a 
direct result of the recent decision of 
the North Dakota Supreme court up­ 
holding the law' w'hich requires voters 
to declare their party preference to 
assessors. 
Mr. Tucker declares that the present 
situation is a serious one. 
It is said 
that many 
progressive 
Republicans 
will refuse to state their preferences 
to the assessors, and thus will be dis­ 
franchised at the primaries.

Witness in Darrow Trial Says Bribery 


Money Came From Labor Leader. 


Los Angeles,
